ALBRECAT was very useful to us in Berlin, and his work dealt largely 
with economic investigntions and surveys. When he came to the United States 
in 1939, I further balievoe that a lot of the data he had collected vas of 
great velue to the War Department. ALBHECAT vorked for o Br. Berguan in tha 
Wor Department before ke entered the Army. I sav M.BRECHT sbout two weexs 
ago end 1 think he is stationed at some camp neer hore. i don't know what 
he is doing, aor am 1 certain of his rank. 


In conclusion I went to reiterate that there was never any question in 
my mind about ALBRZGHT's loyalty. 1t might interest you to know thet at one 
time we had as many ae 300 or 250 Germon<citizens in our employ in Germany. 
Surprisingly enough, the only suspicion of espionage or of any subversive 


_ activity that occurred while 1 was there, never was directed at the German 


citizens but at the American citizens who worked for as. ALBRECHT is a

SUMMARY OF INFORMATION 


Files of this Headquarters contain an Intelligence Field File which 
reflects the following information regarding Erich M. ALBRECHT: 


Erich Maxim ALBRECHT was born on 29 May 1907 in Berlin, Germany. 
He first came to the United States in approximately 1917 with his American- 
- born mother. He remained-in the United States until 1922 when-he-and his 
mother returned to Germany. During his stay in the United States, SUBJECT 
resided in California. He was a minor and traveled on his mother's pass~ 
port. He attended St. Mary's High School in Oakland, California, and later 
attended a technical college in Berlin, Germany, where he graduated with 
an M. S. degree. From 1932 to 1939 SUBJECT, a German civilian, was em- 
ployed by the United States Embassy in Berlin as an economist. He analyzed 
taxation, industrial production and other phases of Germany economy which 
were of military interest. In 1938 he returned to the United States.for. 
six weeks, applied for his first citizenship papers and then returned to 
Germany. In 1938 he was called to Active Duty in the German Army as a 
commissioned specialist. After one day of Active Duty he was given 
Military Leave until January 190 in order to obtain employment in the’ 
United States. In 1939 he returned to the United States because, .accord- 
ing to SUBJECT, he had certain knowledge that war was. going to break out 
and he wanted to get away from the war and the Nazis. He spent several 
months in New York writing articles for the "Iron Age" and other periodi- 
cals, and then joined the staff of the Research Institute of America in 
New York City; In December 192 he was employed by the Department of the 
Army, and remained employed there until his induction in the Army of the 
United States. He worked under Alfred Bergman, Chief of Army Service 
Forces. Intelligence: Col. J. E. Butterworth, Chief of the Conservation 
Branch of the Department of the Army; and Raymond Geist, Chief of the 
Division of Commercial Affairs of the Department of State. 


SUBJECT was inducted into the Army of the United States in September 
1943; was. assigned to the Counter Intelligence ‘Corps, and served in the 
European Theater. He was discharged in Germany and sworn in on 20 October 
1946 as a. United States civilian employee at Frankfurt, Germany. On ly 
August 1948, SUBJECT attended a business conference of German businessmen 
whose firms were in the Russian Zone of Berlin. The purpose of the meetirg 

was apparently to make plans for opening branches of the firms in the 
American Zone. Peter Margaritoff, a partner in one of the firms (Ost- 
Handelgeselischaft), was expected to appear at the conference, “but he did 
. not attend. Margaritoff was suspected of being a Russian Espionage Agent. 
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ALBRECHT later admitted that his attendance at the meeting was not in 3 
keeping with his duties as a Department of the Army employee. He was ~ - 
. reported to be a personal friend of one of the civilian drivers in the 

motor pool of the organization for which he worked. The driver, who 

lived in the Russian Zone, waa discharged for being a trouble-maker. 

In October 196 SUBJECT was reported to be living with his wife in the 

same home he had- maintained while living in Berlin as a German citizen. 


SUBJECT 's contract expired 15 February 1947 and he was returned to 
the Zone of the Interior. His fe-employment with Military Government 
was termed undesirable, and he is not recommended for further duty with 
the Counter Intelligence Corps. He was described as an opportunist and 
was reported: to have represented himself falsely as an Intelligence Agent. 
Before the expiration of his contract, ALBRECHT applied for accreditation 
- gs the Berlin sorrésporident ‘of the Research Institute of America.” The 
Research Institute.was reportedly an economic intelligence organization 
operated exclusively for the benefit of several large business firms in 
the United States. ALBRECHT said that if he obtained accreditation, it \ 
would enable him to collect a great deal of valuable information which 
he would pass on to the Counter Intelligence Corps in exchange for their 
aid in obtaining the approval. SUBJECT 's accreditation was denied on the 
ground that the publication he intended to represent was not a public 
media. : . 


Members of ALBRECHT's family have included high-ranking German Army 
Officers and persons interested in large-scale business operations in 
Germany. HMembers of his ‘wife's family have been associated with heavy 
industry in Germany. :
